er a wom an’s. Charlotte Mills, dau gh­ 
ter of the slain woman, is said to have 
identified the latter as one of her 
mother's. 
This, a small filmy u fTair. 
was fou nd both lining bloodstained. 
When this new Information came to 
the au thorities, they su mmoned Mrs. 
Hall ami her brothers, Henry and Wil­ 
liam, for q u estioning 
All were in­ 
terrogated. and Mrs. Hall was con­ 
fronted with a "mysteriou s woman," 
in reality a Hu ngarian farmer's wife, 
simply to distract her attention while 
the two new 
witnesses viewed 
her 
from the side. 
The only resu lt was 
that the widow and her brothers left 
the cou rt hou se anil retu rned to their 
homes 
However, Beek man's disappearance 
last night, cau sed the report that he 
had a new clu e which he was follow­ 
ing in secret. 
Beck man was located 
later at Somerville, He refu sed to dis­ 
cu ss the events of the night.

R« *slgnntl« m of Premier Lloyd George of England mark s the pass­ 
ing «»f the last of tin* "Big Fou r” of tin* Versailles peace conference. 
Lloyd George, former President Wilson, former Premier Clemen- 
ceau of France, and former Premier Orlando of Italy, comprised the 
"Big Fou r." 
It was the*« * fou r men sitting alone in the private stu dy 
In th« * hou se occu pied by Wilson or Lloyd George who made the de­ 
cision governing tin* peace treaty. 
On# afi« *r another th« * member* of th« * "Big Fou r" have met so- 
rlou s political defeat, and been r« *tlre« l to private life. 
Orlando wa* the first to go, being overthrown while th<* peace con­ 
ference wits still in session. 
President Wilson, after a long fight following the Leagu e of Na­ 
tions covenant and tin* « *ntlr« * tr« *aty rejected by the senu te, and Gov- 
ernor Cox, whom lie su pported for tin* presidency, was overwhelm­ 
ingly defeated. 
Ciem« *hc« *u u resigned as premier, becoming a candidate for the 
French presidency, and was sadly defeated. 
Lloyd George ou tlasted them all, weathering crisis after crlsl* 
brou ght on by repeated nttu ck s. 


Iv o ndo n, Oct. 1 9 .— Llo y d (» eo rpro runig rned as prime mini» ter 
o f (treat Britain this afterno o n. 
He presented his resig natio n to King (i(s>rg e at Bucking ham 
palace after the unio nist caucus, which met at the Carlto n club, 
had repudiated his ministry . 
Thi:; marks the end o f the co alitio n g o v ernment—-co mprised 
o f liberal and unio niM parties -which came into being during the 
Wo rld war. 


It ts u nderstood Lloyd George advlaed King George to invite Bonar Law 
to form 
a ministry. 
Th« * k ing Is to su mmon Law hefore him tonight and in 
k ci'iilng with th« * British political traditions, will fu lfill the req u ests of the 
premier. 
Bonar Law was the active leu der of the u nionist party u ntil abou t a year 
ago wh« *n ids 
health l» rok <* down. 
At that time tin* reins of leailership passed 
to Au stin Chamb« *rlttln, the parliamentary Iead« *r of the coalition, and k eeper 
of tin* privy s« *at. 
However, Chamberlain was never formu lly invested with 
the leadership of the party. 
Th« * statesman whom the k ing probably will u sk to form a government 
has been more active in politics recently. 
It bu s been said ttint he has been 
the real power behind Chamberlain. 
Law was leader of the conservative 
forces In the hou se of commons be­ 
tween 1911 u nd 1915. 
He was Lioyd 
George's strongest conservative s u p­ 
porter from the time of tin* formation 
of tlx* coalition in the midst of the 
war and u ntil 1921 when Bonar Law 
took his physician’s advice and went 
into retirement. 
if was considered 
improbable 
by 
sotne observers that Bonar Law will 
be Hble to form a ministry becau se to 
b<* su ccessfu l lie wou ld have to com­ 
mand a majority in the hou se of com­ 
mons. 
This wou ld mean that many liber­ 
als wou ld have to vote in favor of ; 
Bonar Law, a conservative. 
Lloyd George Is to 
meet his liberal 
su pporters in a cau cu s at 6 p. in. Au s­ 
tin Chamberlain also lias called a cau ­ 
cu s of til« * conservative su pporters of 
the premier. 
At tii« *se conferences it will lie de­ 
cided what attitu de is to be tak en to­ 
ward a su ccessor to Lloyd George. 
In 
case Bonar Law is u nable to bring 
the variou s factions together to form 
a ministry, If Is possible that King 
George might su mmon Lloyd George 
to form a new government. 
Annou ncement 
of 
Lloyd 
George’s 
resignation was made by him to a 
delegation of miners. 
He said lie had 
tendered bis resignation and the King 
had accepted it. An official annou nce­ 
ment is expected to be made forth­ 
with.

19.— Lloyd George renipfned as prime m inister 
of (irent Britain this afternoon. 
He presented his resignation to King George at Buckingham 
palace after the unionist caucus, which met at the Carlton club, 
had repudiated his m inistry. 
This marks the end of the coalition governm ent— comprised 
of liberal and unionist parties— which carne into being during the 
World war.

B rainerd welcome* the delegates who have a rriv ed or will 
arrive in this city to attend the sixty-fourth annual convention of 
the Minnesota Sunday Scnool association. 
In extending this welcome Brainerd is doing more than would 
be done by a city whose life was normal. 
The railroad strike, 
which is responsible for over 1,000 of our citizens being idle, has 
inevitably affected the conditions of our civic life. It is absolutely 
impossible during a strike to avoid conflicts of opinion. 
It is also 
impossible for people to provide hospitality if conditions have 
made it impossible for them to do so. 
However* despite the fact that this situation exists in Brain­ 
erd, our citizens have planned to go through with their part of 
the program which includes the entertainment of the delegates 
who attend. 
The citizens of Brainerd are convinced that your coming into 
our city will make a contribution to our life that is incalculable. 
You are representatives of the Teacher who gave to the world a 
philosophy which contains man’s best hope. 
Doubtless there are 
those of our inhabitants who are compelled to ask, as they look 
over the conditions that obtain in the city due to the strike, how 
it is that despite the fact thai the Sunday School association is 
holding its sixty-fourth annual convention, the things for which 
the Sunday school stands, brotherhood, charity, sympathy, for­ 
giveness and other virtues, are not in evidence in human relations. 
For such a question there is more or less ground; but, on che 
other hand, the hospitality of our people is indicative of the ex­ 
istence of these virtues. 
Things are never brought about by at­ 
tempts at improvement that begin at the circumference, they are 
made effective by beginning at the center. 
Every evidence of 
good that there is in the world suggests that by the diffusion or 
extension of the good a larger good will be realized. 
Our citizens generally hold that if the things for which the 
Minnesota Sunday School association stands were practiced in che 
life of men in social, industrial and economic affairs, this city 
would not be at this time in the conditions that it is. 
If che 
things that the delegates have been taught were given way in 
adjusting difficulties that arise between individuals and groups 
the order of society would be vastly changed for the better. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, the present conditions of our city and state, arising 
out of the labor troubles, which are responsible for a shortage 
of coal and for the difficulties the farmers face as they attempt 
to market their produce, are a challenge to this association. 
The 
forces of righteousness stand indicted charged with failing co ac­ 
complish the things that it is their purpose to accomplish. 
The 
training of the children in such a way that they will work out che 
principles of the Sunday school in the affairs of everyday life, 
when they have reached the stage of participation in such af­ 
fairs, is the task of the Sunday school in America. 
Intelligent investigation leads to the conclusion that bile fail­ 
ure of society to function in a Christian spirit does not lie in any 
failure of the teaching of the Master of men to hit the mark but 
in the failure of people to apply this teaching to the practical 
affairs of life. 
Brainerd welcomes this convention because its citizens know 
that only in such activities as it represents is there hope for the 
future of the race. 
The in-coming of the delegates will not call 
for the hiring of a larger police force to preserve order. The prin­ 
ciples for which they stand are capable of promoting the best 
order. 
These principles protect the deposits in our banks much 
better than any police force can protect them. 
The people of 
Brainerd will sincerely hope that the spirit engendered in the city 
as a result of the assembling of the convention in our midst will 
make for the very best relations iii this city. 
While there seems to be something ironical about the meeting 
of such an organization in such a city as ours is at this time, a 
situation that reflects on your program, all except bitter critics of 
religious organizations will agree that your program is good. 
Even if they see that it is not worked out satisfactorily and does 
not get the results that are suggested in it, our people remember 
that no organization has ever changed human nature generally 
and that in the principles underlying your organization there lies 
the greatest hope of such a change being brought about. 
Brainerd welcomes the delegates, Brainerd will do the best 
it can to afford hospitality, despite the conditions that obtain in 
the city, and Brainerd believes that you will do the city good. The 
hope of changed conditions rests with the children, and the par­ 
ents of the children in this state have, very largely, placed the re­ 
ligious training of their children under your care.
